It Itloeta a n d Discusses Sites an d 
■Buildings. 
Tlie Board of Education held a special 
meeting on Saturday night last for the 
purpose of devising means for keeping 
the cost of the proposed school im prove­ 
m ents within the am ount of the funds 
realized by the sale of the bonds. The 
chair was occupied by President A. E. 
Pomeroy, and there were present Messrs. 
Cox, Frew, Go3per M cIntosh, Powers, 
Woodbury and W haling. Mr. Cox stated 
that the total am ount of the proposed 
improvements in the school districts of 
the city was $111,299, exclusive of the 
High School, which earn was found to be 
$12,299 in excess of the funds realized by 
the sale of the bonds. In order to as­ 
certain exactly w hat was needed in the 
way of additional school accommodations 
he had aeked School Superintendent 
Friesner to prepare a report, which is as 
follows: 
At the H ellm an-itreet school there were 8 
rooms au d 11 clasios, ao th at 3 m ore rooms 
were req u ired ; at C bestnnt-atreet school, 4 
rooms, 5 classes, 1 room needed; Griffiu-avenue 
school, 4 rooms, 5 classes, 1 room needed; 
B reed-stieet school, 4 rooms, 8 classes, 4 rooms 
needed; 
R ailroad-street school, 4 rooms, 5 
classes, 1 room needed; Ainolla-street school, 
4 rooms, 7 cl.asses, 3 rooms n eed td ; Temple- 
street school, 4 rooms, 9 classes, 5 rooms need­ 
ed; C aslelar-street school, 4 rooms, 8 clashes, 
4 room s needed; Sand-Btreet school. 8 rooms, 
12 classe", 4 room s needed; Pear 1-street school. 
I room. 2 ciñeses, 2 rooms needed; Seventh- 
street school, 2 room*, 5 classes 3 room s need­ 
ed; 8pilns-street school, 12 rooms, 13 classes, 
6 rooms needed ;E lghih-street school, 3 rooms, 
II classes, 3 rooms needed; Pine-street school, 
4 rooms, 6 classes, 2 rooms nesd;-d; áan Pedro- 
stre< t school, 2 rooms, 3 classes, 1 room needed: 
Brcoklyn-street school, 4 rooms, 5 danse», 1 
room needed; being a total of 44 room s needed. 
In order to m eet with the require­ 
ments and yet keep the expenditure 
within the am ount realized by the eale 
of bonds, Mr. Cox said he hail prepared 
a recommendation which he offered for 
he adoption of the board. 
It was as fol­ 
lows : 
To erect a fra r room building at Hansen and 
Vigucs streets at a cost of $10,345; a two-room 
b u ild icg at P richard and Flora streets, $3,725; 
to add four rooms to the Breed Btreet school, 
$4,660; add four rooms to the Am elia street 
school, $4,645; erect a four-room building at 
Alpine street, $10,000: erect a four-room build­ 
ing at Beaudry street, $10 000; add four rooms 
to the C aatelsr street school, $6,800; add lour 
rooms to the Tem ple street school. $4,960; add 
two rooma to the Seventh street school, $3.145; 
erect an eight-room building on N inth street. 
$16,482; and rem ove th e old Pine street tchool, 
and erect an eight-room building, $16,482. 
This recommendation if adopted would 
give forty-eight new rooms, or four more 
than the Superintendent’s report called 
for, at a total expenditure of $91,344, 
which, together with the $60,000 to be 
expended on the High School, would 
leave a surplus of $7,056 of the am ount 
realized by the bonds. 
Mr. McIntosh, of the Building Com­ 
m ittee, wished the board to distinctly 
understand that his committee was not 
responsible for the recommendation and 
that it did not em anate from him . A 
lengthy discussion ensued, during which 
Governor Gosper was requested to take 
the chair by the President. 
At its close 
Major Frew moved th at in place of 
recommending that four rooms be added 
to the Temple-street school, the Council 
be requested to erect a new four-room 
building 
on 
the 
Cable 
Road 
Tract, 
as 
in 
his 
opinion, 
the 
former place could better afford to do 
without a graded school than the other 
location could do without a school al­ 
together. 
Mr. Pomeroy stated that such 
a scheme was impracticable, as the 
board was confined in its use of tho funds 
at its disposal to the sites approved by 
tho Council, and no new ones could be 
considered at the present time. 
Mr. Woodbury coincided with the 
views of the President, and stated that 
Superintendent Friesner informed him 
that it was absolutely necessary to have 
eight-room buildings iu the most central 


locations in order to accommodate th e 
different grades, and that Temple street 
was one of these places. 
Mr. Whaling was in favor of Mr. 
Frew ’s motion if the proposed improve­ 
m ents did not meet with the require­ 
ments of the ward. There was neither 
law nor reason to compel that section to 
accept what was offered to them and 
nothing else. On the roll being called, 
the motion was lost on a tie vote, Messrs. 
Cox, Powers, Pomeroy and Woodbury 
voting negatively. 
Mr. Cox then moved that his recom­ 
mendation be adopted as a whole; but 
Messrs. M cIntosh, Powers and Whaling 
vigorously opposed i t ; and the motion 
W88 lost by a vote of 5 to 3. 
On motion of Mr. Woodbury it was re­ 
solved to take up the recommendations 
for each ward separately, in spite of Mr. 
W haling's objections. 
Mr. Cox’s motion that the Council be 
recommended to erect a new four-room 
building at H ansen and Vignes streets 
and a two-room building at Pritchard and 
Flora streets was carried nnanimonsly, 
as was also that of Major Frew. 
Mr. Pcmeroy moved that a new fonr- 
room building be erected at Union ave­ 
nue and First streets, stating that as they 
were about to abandon another site this 
would only entail a change in the loca­ 
tion and not the original apportionment. 
The motion was unanimously carried. 
Mr. Gosper said that the psople in the 
Sixth and Seventh wards were in favor 
of potting up a brick building instead of 
a frame one at the Ninth-street eight- 
room school, and as this would only en ­ 
tail an additional expense of $3,000, be 
would ask the board to make provision 
in the recommendation for such an 
am ount. Mr. W hajing could not see the 
necessity for a brick building in this 
country. 
He also inquired why no pro 
vision was made for the Geary-street 
school, which was overcrowded. Gov­ 
ernor Got-per replied by calling upon 
Superintendent Friesner, who informed 
the board that there was no more neces­ 
sity for additional rooms there than there 
was for five wheels in a buggy. 
Mr. Woodbury moved that the Pine- 
street school be removed and an eight- 
room building be erected in its place. 
The motion was carried, Mr. W haling 
declining to vote. 
Mr. MclntoBh moved th a t in addition 
to the recommendation before the board 
two rooms be added to the San Pedro- 
street school, and that instead of giving 
his ward half of the old Pine-street 
school after its removal from its present 
site, the hulk be sold. Carried unani­ 
mously after some discussion. 
Governor Gosper moved th at in the 
Seventh ward an eight-room building be 
erected at N inth street and Sanford ave­ 
nue, and that two rooms be added to the 
Seventh-etreet school. 
Carried unani­ 
mously. 
Mr. W haling, of the Eighth ward, 
moved that in addition to the fonr-room 
addition to the Amelia street school, two 
rooms be added to the Railroad street 
school, in order to m eet the requirements 
of his constituents. 
He spoke at some 
length of the size of his district and its 
large population. After a lengthy dis­ 
cussion, in which Mepsra Pomeroy, Mc­ 
Intosh, Powers and W haling took part, 
Mr. Cox amended the 
motion 
and 
moved the adoption of the original 
recommendation. 
Mr. 
W haling 
did 
not propose to be snowed under, and 
reminded the other members that be 
had voted for their recommendations. 
The am endment was lost on a tie vote, 
Messrs. Powers, Gosper and M cIntosh 
voting with Mr. W haling. 
Mr. W hal­ 
ing's motion was lost by a vote of 5 to 3. 
Governor Gosper’s motion for a recon­ 
sideration carried and in spite of Mr. 
Cox’s objections the motion recommend­ 
ing two more rooms in that district was 
carried. 
Mr. Powers, of the Ninth ward, moved 
that the recommendation to add four 
more rooms to the Breed-street school be 
adopted and th at there be added thereto 
a two-room building at First street and 
Kinsella avenue, and a four-room build­ 
ing at Grant an a Cornwall streets. 
Messrs. Pcmeroy and Cox vigorously 
opposed such a proposition, and called 
upon Superintendent Friesner to boar 
them ont in the statem ent that there 
were not scholars enough to fill the rooms 
if built. Mr. Powers retoxted that by 
actual count there 
were 
more than 
enough, in spite of the Superintendent’s 
report to the contrary. 
Finally Governor Gosper etepped into 
tbe breach with an am endm ent to the 
effect that a two-room building be erected 
at Grant street, which was carried. 
Governor Gosper then moved that in 
order to get to work as soon as possible 
the board recommend the city Council 
to accept the lowest responsible bids for 
the two, fonr and eight room buildings; 
provided that the bidders wiil consent to 
a pro rata deduction in all cases where 
the board may direct changes to De 
made. 
After a lengthy discussion tbe 
motion 
was 
w ithdrawn, 
and 
tbe 
board adjourned.

nothing particularly, was the cau3o of 
much comment. T he delayed payments 
by the New York financial backers have 
been made, and the money is now in the 
hands of E . H. 8tone, who r- preeents 
the Sioux City subscribers. 
Mr. Stone 
has levied another assessm ent on the 
Sioux City subscription, and the same 
has been paid.

, 
The Pacific Short Line is graded and 
bridged between Sioux City and Plain- 
▼iew, a distance of 125 miles. The worjj 
of ironing this section will be commenced 
• t once by E. P. Reyuolds & Co. This 
firm was today awarded the contract to 
grade, bridge and iron the section be­ 
tween Plainview and O’Neill, a distance 
of forty-five 
miles. 
The 
company 
wanted it specified in the contract that 
all this work should be done bv January 
1st, bnt Mr. Reynolds stated that that 
would be a physical impossibility. The 
work, however, will be completed as 
noon as m en and monev cau do it. 
A special to th e Omaha Bee dated 
Sioux City, October 22nd, alludes thns 
to the d elay : 
The funds for the construction of the 
second section of the Pacific Short Line, 
from Plainview to O’Neill, Neb., have 
been secured, and the work is now be­ 
ing prosecuted. The tracking of the sec 
t :.on already graded and bridged from 
Covington to Plainview is now just be­ 
ginning. 
The real cause of the two 
m onths’ delay has been the death of the 
late Samuel L. M. Barlow, the million 
aire lawyer of New York, who was not 
only himself a heavy subscriber to the 
Pacific Short Line, but also represented 
a wealthy syndicate of New York and 
German capitalists. 
He died after an 
illness of only twenty-four hours, and 
the very day of his death bad been ap­ 
pointed for the formal transfer of cash 
to complete arrangem ents for the con­ 
struction of the second section of the 
road. 
So slowly do each matters move 
in New York that it is only just now that 
all the formalities, disjointed by Mr. 
Barlow’s death, have been completed. 
I t has been only an aggravating delay, 
not a disrnption of the plans _ of the 
syndicate back of the scheme, which hae 
not relaxed its purpose to build through 
to Option, but which could not be hurried 
along to keep pace with the western way 
of doing things.

T ill VANDERBILTS AND TUB UNION PACIFIC. 
The San Francisco Examiner, of Octo 
ber 27th, says: 
The report that Charlas 1* ran d s Adams 
has obtained an entrance into Chicago 
for the Union Pacific by an alliance with 
th6 N orthw estern; that he will soon effect 
an entrance to some Pacific Coast sea­ 
port town ; that the two roads as one sys­ 
tem, with a joint mileage of over 11,000 
miles, will work against all other line? 
between Chicago, St. Paul and Kansas 
City and Portland, San Francisco and 
Los Angeles is readily believed in this 
city. 
General Manager Towne, of the 
Southern Pacific Company, is not sur­ 
prised at the story. 
The New York dispatch of yesterday 
conveying the above information, also 
stated that the Vanderbilts, who are in­ 
terested in the Northwestern, had made 
their eastern roads a party to the com­ 
bination. This is not thought possible, 
for the reason that it would cause all the 
other roads in the East to work againet 
the Union Pacific and Northweetern. 
This would make them lose more than 
could be gained in the wav of traffic. 
This part of the story is believed to be 
something like the recent account of the 
Baltimore and Ohio joining the Northern 
Pacific-Wisconsin Central 
deal. 
No 
western 
road can afford to tie itself 
down to one eastern connection, in the 
opinion oi traffic managers here. 
Four davs pievious, on October 23d 
the Examiner had a New York dispatch 
emanating from the World office in that 
city, which gives the 
details of the 
great combination as follows: 
A new and im portant movement in the 
railroad world has ju*t been made and 
will attract attention on both sides of the 
Atlantic. 
It is nothing less than an a! 
liance between the two most extensive 
railway systems of this country, the 
Chicago 
and Northweetern and the 
Union Pacific. The World can announce 
positively that these roads will henceforth 
be operated in complete harmony and 
with a view of each giving the other all 
the traffic agents can secure on either 
line. Circulr.ra of both companies in­ 
tended for shippers and the traveling 
public will soon furnish corroborative 
evidence of the compact. 
The Vanderbilts for several years have 
been solidifying their lines east of Chi­ 
cago, and expended vast sums of money 
in improvements, which some other com­ 
panies, having less conservative man 
agement, would have paid out in divi­ 
dends. Now, with their affiliations with 
the Union Pacific the V anderbilts will 
in all probability branch out towards the 
Pacific ocean. This conld very readily 
he done by continuing the line of the 
Union Pacific from Frisco, U tah, south­ 
westerly to one of the Southern Califor­ 
nia seaports in proximity to Los Angeles. 
The feasibility of the plan will be appar­ 
ent to any one who will consnlt a map 
showing the proposed route, and wi!h 
the enormous financial backing which 
the scheme wonld have there can he lit­ 
tle doubt as to the speedy completion of 
the line when once the work is under­ 
taken in earnest. 
The fact that the Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul has within a vear gone 
throngh a process of evolution which 
brings this line also close to the Vander 
bilt interests, would make the com 
bination just outlined all the stronger. 
W hat gives color to the rumored inten­ 
tion of the Vanderbilts is the steady ab 
sorption of the Union Pacific shares for 
some time suppo?ed to be for their ac­ 
count. As already that part of the pro­ 
gramme which brings the Union Pacific 
and the Chicago and Northwestern into 
close harmony is definitely settled, those 
who ought to know declare that it will 
not be long before a Vanderbilt throngh 
line extending across the continent will 
also be an accomplished fact.

cific’s Pacific extensions are completed, 
at San Francisco and I-os Angeles.

forms a lake and rail route under one

Boston to Buffalo via rail, Buffalo to Du­ 
luth or Ashland by boat and Duluth or 
Ashland via rail to Omaha and Sioux 
City and thence over the Union Pacific 
system to the Coast.

reach

north and south of Chicago, 
but which also in some coses reach the 
Pacific Coast, The Interstate Commerce 
act, too, gives the Canadian Pacific a 
great advantage over American roads. 
It is the object of this new combination 
to overcome theae diBadvantages under 
which the Vanderbilt lines are suffering. 
The Union Pacific on the other sido of 
th e continent finds Itself in the same un­ 
comfortable situation, and is as anxious 
to secure connections east and west of 
Omaha as the Vanderbilt lines are 
for connection west of Chicago. The 
Northwestern system offers the necessary 
link mutually to connect the Vander­ 
bilts with the W est and with Omaha, 
and to connect the Union Pacific with 
Chicago. 
W ith such a 
combination 
there is all ready to hand lines with 
m utual interests between Now York and 
Salt Lake. 
The Union Pacific has con­ 
nections from th a t city already reaching 
Portland on the north, and reaching far out 
toward Los Angeles on the south. 
There 
are roads built towards Southwestern 
Utah which m ight easily be extended to 
Lob Angeles and San Francisco. The 
distance between 
Los 
Angeles and 
Chicago will 
he 
greatly 
shortened 
by the new ronte. 
A rich territory 
will be tapped whose local business will 
support a road from the start. This last 
is an advantage no road across the con­ 
tinent at present enjoys. 
All the lines 
now operated traverse long stretches of 
desert country where their operation is a 
dead weight on the system . The new 
chain will be through territory all of 
which will yield paying local business. 
No one will read the presentaron of 
this m atter made in the H erald today 
and doubt for a moment that there is 
much earnest work being done in the 
premises, that there is building now 
being done on the road, that, barring un- 
forseen accidents, the work 
will be

made. The impression has gone out that 
th e Governor is determined to steer the 
Commissioners to lands adjacent to his 
ranch in W aterman Cafion, and for that 
reason has exercised his veto power 
against all ether sites entertained by the 
Board.

W a s h in g t o n , November 3.—The an ­ 
nual report of th e Secretary of Agricul­ 
ture deals at length with certain plans 
for the thorough reorganization of the 
Department, and suggests several new 
features iu the interest of the develop­ 
ment of agricultur e. The report calls 
attention to the fact that the first efi>rts 
toward reorganization were ham pered 
because of the fact that the appropriations 
for the current fiscal year were made en ­ 
tirely upon the basis of the old organiza­ 
tion, no account being taken of the fact 
that an entire chango has been made in 
the status of the Department;. 
The Sec­ 
retary says the aggregate sum asked for 
in his estim ates must not be measured 
by what is past, but by w hat a great 
agricultural country should do toward 
sustaining, protecting and promoting a 
calling which liei at th9 foundation of its 
prosperity and power. 


A STRIKING CONTRAST 
Is drawn between this am ount and the 
appropriation for agriculture made by 
those countries which the report says 
“ are the m ost active competitors 
of 
American 
farm ers 
in 
the 
world’s 
m arket.” 
A 
comparison 
shows that 
G reat Britain appropriates for agriculture 
$1,500,000; Germany, $2,850,000; Brazil, 
$20,000,000 for agriculture and m ines; 
France, $8,000,000, and Austria more 
than $4,000,000. 
[ The appropriation made by Congress 
for the present fiscal year for the Agri­ 
cultural D epartm ent is $1,715,826. Secre­ 
tary Rusk thinks this am ount inadequate 
to carry out his plan of re-organization, 
and estimates that an increase of $1,359,­ 
000 will be necessary for next vear. This 
would bring Up thé appropriation U t the 
fiscal year 1890-1 to $3,074,826.—Ed.] 
The problem of getting the results of

THE SUGAR INDUSTRY 
Ii reviewed in detail, and the results de­ 
clared of a mixed character, in some 
cases yielding well, and in other cases 
proving disappointing. 
Special attention 
is to be given to the development of 
varieties of sorghum containing a high 
proportion of available sugar. Important 
progress has already been made in this 
direction. 
Many localities in the United 
States, especially in the North and on 
the Pacific Coast, are known to be 
specially suitab’^ to the production of a 
Hugar beet rich i. saccharine matter. In­ 
terest in thif subject by successful exper­ 
im ents in California, will be met by the 
publication during the coming w inter of 
a full report on the beet sugar industry 
of the United States. 


GRASSES AND TEXTILE FABRICS. 
The Botanical Departm ent is to be 
specially occupied in an effort to solve 
the problem of increasing the forage 
yield on 300,000,000 acres of the arid 
region, outside of poesible irrigation, by 
promoting the 
productiveness of the 
grasses now growing there. 
In regard to textile fibres th e question 
now occupyiDg the atten tio n of th e De­ 
p artm en t is th e utilization of flax, jute, 
ram ie and o ther fibres, 


FRUITS AND FORESTS. 
The report urges the duty of the Gov­ 
ernm ent to assume more definite pro­ 
vision of such forest areas as are owned 
by it, and as occupy a position of im­ 
portance in the regulation of the water 
flow and other climatic conditions, and 
emphasizing the importance of the re­ 
lations which the forests bear to the 
problem of irrigation in arid lands, and 
of their immense annual product. 
A special investigation was ordered a 
few months ago through the Pomologi- 
cal Division to receive information re­ 
garding fruits growing naturally in un­ 
settled portions of the country, and to 
collect specimens of them as an aid to 
determining the most suitable varieties of 
our cultivated kinds for propagation in 
that vast region. 
The subject of 


AGRICULTURAL ORGANIZATIONS 
Is dwelt upon earnestly, their astonish­ 
ing growth during the past few years 
being cited as a strong evidence of the 
growth of the spirit of self-help among 
farm ers. Farm ers’ institutes are referred 
to particularly as one of the greatest 
movements in the history of agriculture, 
and as toe strongest lever for raising and 
upholding the work of the superior agri­ 
cultural educatiou represented by onr 
system of agricultural colleges and e x ­ 
perim ent stations. The Secretary rec­ 
ommends, without going into details, 
that the D epartm ent should be empow­ 
ered to afford aid and encouragement to 
this work. 
Iu regard to the bureau of 
anim al industry, 


PLKURO PNEUMONIA 
Is first noticed, the situation being re­ 
garded as most encouraging. 
The dis­ 
ease is now effectually under control and 
restricted to Kings and Queens counties 
in New York State, to New Jersey and a 


limited section in each of the 8tates of 
Pennsylvania ami Maryland. A careful 
review of the field, together with ar­ 
rangements for the supervision of the 
limited districts still infected, justify, in 
the Secretary’s opinion, most sanguine 
hopes in regard to the eradication of the 
diseases. 
• 
TEXAS FEVER 
Is generally spread through the channels 
of interstate commerce, and therefore 
can only be effectually controlled by the 
Federal Government, hence the necessity 
of legislation which ehall be ample and 
clearly dofiued. 
The language used by Secretary Rusk 
in regard to a National meat inspection 
law, is pointed and vigorous. The ne­ 
cessity for inspection at the time of 
slaughter, he says, is first to enable the 
authorities to promptly locate any cattle 
disease centers, and, secondly, to avoid 
the leaving of the inspection of onr own 
meat products to the officials of other 
countries, thus giving foreign Govern­ 
m ents some show of reason for the claim 
that they have a better opportunity of 
learning of diseases among cattle than 
are enjoyed by our own Government. 
Authority and means are also desired to 
enable the Department to exercise a close 
supervision of the economic side of the 
cattle m arkets, the characteristics of 
stock commanding the highest prices, 
variations as to age, weight and quality, 
and all facts bearing upon the cattle in­ 
dustry, which will enable the Bureau to 
supply the farmers such information as 
it is impossible for them to obtain for 
themselves. 


SH EEP AND WOOL 
Receive special consideration in the re­ 
port. 
The growth of the mutton inter­ 
est is referred to as one to be greatly en­ 
couraged. 
As to wool growing, the re­ 
duction of the tariff in 1883 is earnestly 
deplored. 
To it is attriouted the great 
reduction in the num ber of sheop, which 
has since then fallen off by abunt 7,000,­ 
000 head, while th e importation of wool 
has increased from 78,350,651 pounds in 
1884 to 126,487,729 pounds in the past 
year. 
Figures are submitted showing the im­ 
portance of agriculture, which produces 
an annual yield of nearly $4,000,000 000, 
employing on 5,000,000 farms 10,000,000 
persons, representing a population of 
30,000,000 people, while the value of live 
stock alone is estim ated at $2,507,000,000. 


PROTECTION ORATORY. 
Referring to agricultural depression 
the report does not “ undertake the duty 
of legislation in diagnosing the causes 
and analyziug th e proposed panaceas, 
but the right of the farmer to the fullest 
enjoyment, com patible with the rights 
of his fellow citízáns, cl the betien-i l'f 
the protective system which is the rock- 
rooted 
principle of 
tne Republican 
party, is earnestly insisted upon. 
For 
all such articles as our own soil can p ro­ 
duce the farm er asks that protection 
which will insure to him all the benefits 
of our hom e m arket.” 
The Secretary closes hia report with 
this earnest expression: 
“ The great 
nations of Europe strain every nerve to 
make science th e handm aid of w ar; let 
it be the glory of the American people to 
make science the handm aid of agri­ 
culture.”

Tossed oil the Horns 
Maddened Beasts—No 
F atalities.

K a n s a s C i t y , November 3 .—A Beene 
of frontier excitem ent occurred in the 
streets of this city to-day. 
It lasted for 
five hours, and during that time a herd 
of stam peded Texas steers had posses­ 
sion of the thoroughfares in an area about 
two miles square. 
A num ber of persons 
were tossed on the horns of the infuriated 
beasts, and before the herd was corralled 
again eight of their num ber had been 
killed. At 8 o’clock this morning eight 
cowboys started w ith a drove of cattle 
from the stock yards, bound for Clay 
county, across the Missouri river. The 
steers refused to cross the bridge, and 
upon being urged, stam peded. Then the 
excitem ent began. The nerd had pro 
ceeded down Bluff street for two squares 
at a clattering pace, clearing all before it, 
when four of the cowboys, with frontier 
foresight, cut around 
the block and 
headed it off. 
Before the cattle were driven back and 
corralled at the river’s¡bank, eight o' 
them had broken away from the herd 
aud started on a tour of the city. 
A’ 
Broadway and Bluff one of the cowboy s 
succeeded in lassoing one of the refrac­ 
tory animals, but coaid not control the 
animal. 
The steer started for the river. 
At a bluff about txenty-five feet over the 
river, the cowboy refused to go further, 
but the pony and steer plunged over into 
tbe water below. Both swam ashore un ­ 
injured. 
Iu the m eantime the mouuted police 
were called out. Two of them chased 
one animal as far as N ineteenth and 
Harrison street?. 
This was in 
the 
fashionable resilience 
portion 
of the 
city, and occurring just when church­ 
goers thronged the streets, created great 
excitem ent. One pedestrian, who was 
not quick enough in seeking a place of 
Safety, was tossed by a steer, but not 
seriously hurí» 
a bullet. Dom 
Sergeant McVeagu’s revolver laid the 
fiery animal low and ended the cbaso. 
At Twelfth street and Grand avenue a 
cowboy killed another of the steers with 
hia W inchester. 
At Fifth and Bluff 
streets one of the unruly boasts butted a 
tram p into 
consciousness 
vpho had 
sought the warmth of a brick-yard there 
for a morning nap, but did not injure 
him severely. The steer fell among the 
debris of the yard, and a pursuing cow­ 
boy put a bullet in his heart. 
At Eighteenth and W alnut streets a 
negro barber thought he would stop an­ 
other of the stam peded steers by shaking 
his aprou at him . 
He was tossed in the 
air for his pains. 
At Fonrth and W alnut 
another steer started up the cable track 
with head down. I t did see an approach­ 
ing car, or did not propose to be stopped 
by it, and butted the grip-car full in 
front. The shock killed the anim al out­ 
right and Btove in the end of the car. 
At the corner of Ninth street and Grand 
avenue a lady was knocked down by a n ­ 
other of the boasts, but was not seriously 
hurt. 
All the steers were killed or re­ 
turned to their herd.

Iriahmeu was held at McCoy’s hotel today 
at which $376 was collected for the pur­ 
pose of seeing that the prisoners now on 
trial for their lives before Judge McCon­ 
nell, are suppled with the means to make 
a proper and legal defense. About 100 
men were presant, most of them looking 
as if t :ey needed all the money they had 
for themselves and families. A resolu­ 
tion was adopted that a committee be 
appointed to solicit subscriptions from 
Irishmen to create a fund for the defense 
of the prisoners. While not going into 
the question of their guilt or innocence, 
the meeting desired that "justice bo al­ 
lowed freedom of action.” The meeting 
was presided over by P. V. Filzpatrick, 
who keeps a small store on the Sauth 
Side. 
FUNDS FOR THE PROSECUTION. 
The friends of Dr. Cronin, who are 
arranging for a public gathering to add 
to the prost'BUtion fund, also held a meet­ 
ing today. After the various committees 
had reported P. W. Dunné said: “Dr. 
O’Reilly and Col. Atkinson, of Detroit, 
have gone to Ireland. It is not possible 
that they had no object in view, and I 
move we send a cablegram to Parnell at 
once to advise him of their true mission. 
The opposition, the. murderers of Dr. 
Cronin, and the arch-iiend back of it all, 
have sent thom there to poison the minds 
of our race. They are now trying to find 
support in that country, and if we don’t 
let our countrymen kuow who they are 
and what they are there for, we will 
Buffer for it.” 
STRONG SENTIMENTS EXPRESSED. 
P. O’Connor coincided with this view, 
and added: “Four-fiftho of the Irish 
people are so mystified that they believe 
there was ju9tificarion for the murder o I 
Cronin, and that he waB a spy. The 
man we know to be responsible for his 
murder, and who has long been the 
plunderer and spoilsman of his people, 
is their demi-god. These men who have 
gone to Ireland know what they are 
about, and will get aid, either of a senti 
mental or financial kind, to buy the ac' 
quittal of the arch-fiend.”

each case the price. 
W hen he had 
picked out about $1600 worth he said 
that he wanted to lalk with some mem­ 
ber of the firm and make a special ar­ 
rangem ent with regard to the purchase, 
Oue of the members came up and lis­ 
tened to what he had to say. 
After giv­ 
ing his name the m an said that he was 
the valet of a wealthy old gentleman 
from the East who was ont here visiting 
the Coast. The valet, it appears, accord­ 
ing to ids own story had been gambling 
and had embezzled his em ployer’s dia­ 
monds and sold them . Their value was 
about $2600. 
W hen the employer found 
it out he had threatened to send the 
valet to the penitentiary, bnt the lattsr 
had agreed to replace the diamonds. He 
said th at he had managed 10 raise $1600 
but had no more, and what he wanted of 
the jewelers was that they should give 
him the diam onds for their real price of 
$1600 bnt should give him a bill of sale 
for $2600 so as to deceive the man who 
had been robbed. 
The jeweler listened to the scheipe, 
and was at first prompted to refuse to 
have anything to do with it, but on sec­ 
ond thought it occurred to him that per­ 
haps the man m ight be caught and pun­ 
ished for h ij intended crime. 
He sent 
word to Captain Lawson of the matter, 
who advised him to continue the nego­ 
tiations with the m an, aud, if possible, 
learn who his em ployer was so that he 
might institute proceedings against the 
unscrupulous servant..

done up, bat he escapad on an alibi. 
The man did not show up again at 
W agner’s, and exactly w hat bis little 
game w as will never be ascertained. 
Evidently what he wanted waB the bill of 
■ale for $2,600 for th e diamonds to u e in 
some schem e in which some unknown 
m an was to act the interesting role of 
sucker.
